DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is a national stage application of PCT/US03/401 14. Claims 1-23, 26-29, 31 and 33 
are pending in the instant application. Claims 24, 25, 30 and 32 were cancelled by preliminary 
amendment filed on June 20, 2005. 

Election/Restrictions

X=carbon and R 2 =(CH 2 )nCOOH or (CH 2 )nCOOCi- 6 alkyl or (CH 2 )nCONR 4 R 5 or 
(CH 2 )nNR 7 COR 7 or (CH 2 )nC 3 -6cycloalkyl. 

II. Group II, claim(s) 1, 2, 7-23 (in part), drawn to products of Formula (I) with 
X=carbon that are not encompassed by Group I. 

III. Group III, claim(s) 3-6, 1 1-23 (in part), drawn to products not covered by Groups 
I and II. 

IV. Group IV, claim(s) 26-29, 3 1 and 33 (in part) drawn to process of using products 
of Group I. 

V. Group V, claim(s) 26-29, 3 1 and 33 (in part) drawn to process of using products 
of Group II. 

VI. Group VI, claim(s) 26-29, 31 and 33 (in part) drawn to process of using products 
of Group III. 

It is noted that the fifth compound of claim 22 does not appear to be encompassed by 
claim 1 because it does not fit any of the definitions for R .
